2. Claims 1-21 ,33-35 are withdrawn from consideration. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter that the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 45 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 45 is currently dependent upon withdrawn claim 9. 
With the necessary cancellation of claim 9, claim 45 in its current form would become 
incomplete. Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claims 22-32,36-44,46-101 are allowed. 

6. Applicant's arguments, see the amendment, filed 8/4/05, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 22-32,36-101 under 35 USC 251 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made to clarify an apparently inadvertent 
error (see 112 rejection above). Applicant argues in response to the examiner's 
previous holding that the term of parent application had expired, that the applicant had 
in fact filed the appropriate maintenance fees in the parent application.
